Washington, June 5.— A compre­ 
hensive report showing

has 
been done towards expediting the fin­ 
al settlement of the affairs of the 
Chickasaw and Choctaw tribes of In­ 
dians in Oklahoma has been received 
from the Indian bureau by Represen­ 
tative C. D. Carter. 
The report shows that nearly all 
the tribal property of the Choctaws 
and Chickasaws with the exception of 
the coal and asphalt 
deposits 
has 
been sold. The sale of the coal and 
asphalt deposits was provided by the 
passage of the Carter bill 
on the 
eighth day of last February and prep­ 
arations are being made for the sale 
of these minerals early in the com­ 
ing fall. 
To be accurate, the commissioner’s 
letter reports the sales of all tribal 
property including 
the 
unallotted 
ands, tim ber reservation 
and 
tiK 
surface of the 
segregated 
mineral 
land with exception of 108 tracts. In 
addition to this there remains unsold 
throughout the Choctaw and Chicka­ 
saw nations 119 town lots. The only 
important property 
of 
these 
two 
tribes remaining unsold consists of 
coal and asphalt deposits and the in­ 
terior department has been prevailed 
upon to finish the appraisement of 
these products at the earliest possible 
date to the end that the sales may 
begin in early fall when the coal 
business is good and in order that 
the final settlement o ftribal affairs 
may be brought about as speedily as 
possible. 
Estimates furnished congress by 
the department on December last 
contemplated a payment of only $100 
to the Choctaws 
and 
Chickasaws, 
but this amount was 
increased 
to 
$200 when Carter introduced and re­ 
ported the Indian appropriation bill 
to the house. The point was made by 
those opposing the payment that the 
amount of tribal funds to the credit 
of the Choctaws 
and 
Chickasaws 
would not justify a $200 per capita 
payment on 
the 
27,000 
enrolled 
members of these two tribes. 
This argum ent was answered by 
the statement 
that

would not be available until July and 
by that time 
sufficient 
additional 
funds would accumulate to pay

MAINTAIN ROADS WITH DRAG 


Nd Better or Cheaper Way of Keeping 
Highways in Good Order Than 
by Using Implement 


Road dragging is so simple an under­ 
taking, providing the road to be drag­ 
ged is first graded, drained and shaped 
properly, that a summary of Its bene­ 
fits cannot be presented too often, 
writes George B. Harrison in Farmers 
Mall and Breeze. Anyone can make a 
drag and even a boy can keep a piece 
of road In good shape with the proper 
instruction at the beginning. 
A 10- 
inch or 12-inch log between 8 and 9 
feet long or two 3 by 12 planks with 
2 by 6 reinforcing strips of the same 
length, four cross sticks, a chaip, 
boards for the platform and a metal 
wearing strip are certainly procurable 
anywhere. 
The theory in road dragging which 
has proved practicable for road Im­ 
provement Is to smooth and shape up 
the puddled earth of a road to fill the 
ruts and holes and force the water off 
the roadway. 
“Puddled** earth on a 
road is the wet earth which has been 
worked up by traffic so that it is dense 
aifd when compacted will not let the 
water seep away. If this compacting 
is done without any direction ruts and 
holes appear and hold the water and 
make a bad road. But lf the puddled 
earth be spread smoothly over the sur- 
face of the road with somewhat of a 
rounded effect it dries firm and hard,

Road Drag Hitch. 


and the water. Instead of standing In 
the road and making the holes deeper, 
must run off to the side—and the trav­ 
eler has a good road. 
The road dragger, or “dragman,” us 
he usually is called, is like a clay work-*- 
cr when he shapes up the puddled 
earth and smooths the road. He puts 
the surface in condition and gets the 
standing water off, and the roadbed 
dries In that condition instead of hold­ 
ing the water and letting the traffic 
Work the ruts deeper. The dragmen 
could not shape this up with dust any 
more than the clay worker could fash­ 
ion his image with dry dirt. But if he 
gets out right after a rain, while the 
earth is puddled, he can work his road 
and the traffic will help him, for the 
water will be forced out and off the 
surface. That is why it is so Import­ 
ant to drag when the roads are not too 
dry to puddle or compact 
Perhaps 
the traffic is sufficient to cut up the 
road after it Is dragged, and this dis­ 
courages the man who does the drag­ 
ging- But in that case he should fol­ 
low over the road and do It again lf 
necessary and win tfite fight for a good 
road. If he waits until the road Is 
dry bemuse the vehicles rut up his 
dragged road he will simply plane off 
the surface and not remove the trou­ 
ble. Ii he drags a second or perhaps 
a third time he will work toward a 
hard surface. Impervious to water and 
with a minimum of dust which Is the 
evidence of a well-dragged highway. 
Perhaps, lf the vehicles cut a road 
when It Is first being dragged, the driv­ 
ers may be persuaded to drive by the 
side, lf that Is feasible, while the road 
Is first drying out or freezing.

country-side, hamlet, and city of the 
land have assumed successfully the 
task of discriminating between the 
nation’s need for men who can fight 
or work, and its additional need for 
men at home to support its depend­ 
ent population. 
Observers, foreign and 
domestic, 
military and civilian alike, class the 
performance to date under the Amer­ 
ican selective service law as the most 
tangibly successful of its military ef­ 
forts, and regard the accretion to the 
man power reservoir o fthe young­ 
sters who had not reached their ma- 
ojrity one year ago as the most cer­ 
tain assurance of the final downfall 
of the Prussian autocracy. Be it near 
or far, the day of Allied victory can­ 
not be evaded, the practical military 
view is, so long as the rising flood of 
the American armies, drilled, equip­ 
ped and equipping, can he turned to 
the European battle front. 
Provost Marshal General Crowder, 
who supervises the draft, fixes the 
tentative number given above for the 
day’s new total, and likewise from 
the experience tables of the year 
places the number of potential sol­ 
diers to be added to the list today at 
750.000, concluding that the class 
will be 75 per cent composed of mil­ 
itary effectives. 
As they assemble at the registering 
stations today, the total of men rais­ 
ed by the draft in the United States 
for its armies will pass 
1,300,000. 
Before the end of the present month, 
the mobilized total will have passed 
1.500.000, for the immense military 
machine that owes its existence to 
the readiness of plain Americans to 
fight is moving; forward to 
a 
goal 
that will meet President Wilson’s de­ 
mand for "force, force to the utmost 
and force without stint 
The 4,500 local boards throughout

CHAPTER III. 


Captured by tbs Huns. 
I shall sot easily forget the 17th of 
August, 1917. 
I killed two Huns In 
the double-seated machine in the 
morning, another in the evening, and 
then I was captured myself. I may 
have spent more eventful claims in my 
life, but I can’t recall any just now. 
That morning, in crossing the lino 
on early morning patrol, I noticed 
two German balloons. I decided that 
as soon as my patrol was over I 
would go off on my own hook and see 
what a German balloon looked like 
at close quarters. 
These observation balloons are used 
by both sides in conjunction with the 
artillery. A man sits up in the bal* 
loon with a wireless apparatus and di­ 
rects the firing of the guns. 
From hie 
point of vantage he can follow the 
work of his own artillery with a re­ 
markable degree of accuracy and at 
the same time he can observe the ene­ 
my’s movements and report them. 
The Germans are very good at this 
work, and they use a great number ol 
these balloons. 
It was considered a 
very important part of our work tc 
keep them out of the sky. 
There are two ways of going after s 
balloon in a machine. One of them Ii 
to cross the lines at a low altitude, fly 
Jug so near the ground (hat the mao 
with the antiaircraft gun can’t bothei 
yon. You fly along until you get to th# 
level of the balloon and if, in th# 
meantime, they have not drawn th# 
balloon down, you open fire on It auf 
the bullets you use will set It on fir# 
if they land. 
The other way is to fly over wher# 
you know the balloons to be, put youi 
machine in a spin so that they can’! 
hit you, get above them, spin over th# 
balloon and then open fire. In going 
back over the line you cross at a few 
hundred feet. 


me, and I knew I had to get them. first 
and take a chance on my wings hold­ 
ing out. 
Fortunately some of my first bullets 
found their mark, and I was able to 
come out of my dive at about four 
thousand feet. They never came out 
of theirs! 
But right then came the hottest sit­ 
uation In the air I had ever experi­ 
enced up to that time. The depth of 
my ave had brought me within reach 
of the machine guns from the ground, 
and they also put a barrage around me 
of shrapnel from antiaircraft girns 
and I had an opportunity to “ride the 
barrage,” as they call It In the R. F. C. 
To make the situation more Interest­ 
ing, they began shooting “flaming on­ 
ions” at me. 
“Flaming onions” are 
rockets shot from a rocket gun. They 
are used to hit a machine when It Is 
flying low, and they are effective up 
to about five thousand feet 
Some­ 
times they are shot up one after sm­ 
other in strings of about eight, and 
they are one of the hardest things to 
go through. If they hit the machine, 
It Is bound to catch fire and then the 
jig Is up. 
All the time, too, I was being at­ 
tacked by “Archie”—the antiaircraft 
gun. I escaped the machine guns and 
the “flaming onions,” but “Archie,” the 
antiaircraft fire, got me four or five 
times. 
Every time a bullet plugged 
me, or rather my machine, it made a 
toad bang, on account of the tension 
on the material covering the wings. 
None of their shots hurt me until 
I was about a mile from our lines, and 
then they hit my motor. Fortunately, 
I still had altitude enough to drift on 
to our own side of the Hues, for my 
motor urns completely out of commis­ 
sion. 
They just raised the dickens 
with me all the time I was descend­ 
ing; and I began to think I would 
strike the ground before crossing the 
line, but there was a slight wind in 
my favor, and It carried me two miles 
behind oar lines. There the balloons 
I had gone out to get had the satisfac­ 
tion of “pin-pointing” me. 
Through 
toe directions wHlch they were able to 
give to their artillery they commenced 
shelling my machine where it lay. 
This particular work Is to direct the 
fire of their artillery, and they are 
used just as the artillery observation 
airplanes are. 
Usually two men are 
stationed in each balloon. They ascend 
to a height of several thousand feet 
about five miles behind their own lines 
and are equipped with wireless and 
signaling apparatus. They watch the 
burst of their own artillery, check up 
the position, get the range, and direct 
the next shot 
When conditions are favorable they 
are able to <Hrect the shots so accu­ 
rately that It Is quick work destroying 
the object of their attack. It was such 
a balloon as this that got my position, 
marked me trot, called for an artillery 
shot, and they commenced shelling my 
machine where it lay. 
If I had got 
the two balloons Instead of the air­ 
plane, I probably wotfld not have lost 
my machine, for he would in all proba­ 
bility have gone on home and not both­ 
ered about getting my range and caus­ 
ing the destruction of my machine. 
I landed In a part of toe country 
that was literally covered with phell 
holes. Fortunately my machine was 
not badly damaged by the forced land­ 
ing, I leisurely got out, walked around 
it to see what tog damage was, and 
concluded that It could be easily re­ 
paired. In fact, I thought lf I could 
find a space long enough between shell 
holes to get a start before leaving the 
ground that I would be able to fly on 
from there. 
I was still examining my plane and

Had 
he known what was In store for me, I 
am sure he wouldn’t have changed his 
mind to readily. 
As It was we had only five machines 
for this patrol, anyway, because aa we 
Crossed the lines one of them had to 
drop out on account of motor trouble. 
Our patrol was up at 8 p. rn., and up 
to within ten minutes of that hour It 
had been entirely uneventful. 
At 7:50 p. im, however, while we 
were flying at a height of 13,000 feet, 
we observed three other English ma­ 
chines which were about 3,000 feet 
below us pick a fight with nine Hun 
machines. 
I knew right then that we were to 
for it, because I could see over toward 
the ocean a whole flock of Hun ma­ 
chines which evidently had escaped 
toe attention of oar scrappy country­ 
men below na 
So we dove down on those nine 
Hana 
At first the fight was fairly even. 
There were eight of us to nine sf them. 
But soon the other machines which I 
had seen in the distance, and which 
were flying even higher than we were, 
arrived on the scene, and when they, 
in turn, dove down on us, there was 
just twenty of them to our eight! 
Four of them singled me out. I was 
diving, and they dived right down after 
me, shooting as they came. 
Their 
tracer bullets were coming closer to 
me every moment. These tracer bul­ 
lets are balls of fire which enable the 
shooter to follow the course his bul­ 
lets are taking and to correct his aim 
accordingly. They do no more harm 
to a pilot if he Is hit than an ordinary 
bullet, but lf they hit the petrol tank, 
good night! When a*machine catches 
fire in flight there is no way of put­ 
ting it out. It takes less than a min­ 
ute for the fabric to burn off the wings 
and then the machine drops like an 
arrow, leaving a trail of smoke like a 
comet 
As th^fr tracer bullets came closer 
and closer to me I realized that my 
chances of escape were nil. Their very 
next shot, I felt, must hit me. 
Once, some days before, when I was 
flying over the line, I had watched a 
fight above me. A German machine 
was set on fire, and dived down 
through our formation in flames on its 
way to the ground. The Hun was div­ 
ing at such a sharp angle that both 
bls wings came off, and as he passed 
within a few hundred feet of me I saw 
the look of horror on his face. 
Now, when I expected any moment 
to suffer a similar fate, I could not 
help thinking of that poor Hun’s last 
look of agony. 
I realized that my only chance lay 
in making an Immelman turn. 
This 
maneuver was invented by a German- 
one of the greatest who ever flew and 
who was killed in action some time be­ 
fore. This turn, w hich I made success­ 
fully, brought one of their machines 
right in front of me, and as he sailed 
along barely ten yards away, I “had
